6.—Headed 
for the U. S. treasury’s v aults, 
some of the biggest ship ments of 
gold receiv ed in recent years are 
mov ing across New York ’s dock s 
in a flight of cap ital from war- 
scared Europ e. 
Nearly $24,000,000 of the metal, 
described in financial circles as 
the largest ship ment since the 
p resent inflow from Europ e start­ 
ed more than a month ago, was 
rep orted today' to hav e arriv ed 
on the Queen Mary. 
Additional heav y consignments 
were indicated as demand for 
American dollars and gold con­ 
tinued brisk in London. 
The mov ement of funds here 
was regarded as p artly, at least, a 
p recautionary shift in the ev ent 
of war. 
In addition, exchange 
men said, transfer of gold from 
England has been necessary to 
p ay for merchandise bought in 
the United States.

thunderously. 
Instead, he declared he was of­ 
fering the p eop le a “greater Ger­

The importance of prev enting 
tuberculosis in 
the 
child can­ 
not be ov erestimated. 
No other 
disease equals tuberculosis in the 
taking of human lives. 
It prob- | 
ably is more important than all | 
other diseases in its effects on so- ■ 
ciety , not only because of what it 
does to a child during the fir.st in- | 
fection but because of what it may ! 
mean later in life when the child 
becomes infected again. 
Today it is believ ed that most 
infections with tuberculosis come 
from other human beings and gain 
entrance into the human body by 
way of the nose, throat, mouth and 
lungs. 
The 
pasturization 
and 
boiling of milk hav e practically 
eliminated the causation of tuber­ 
culosis by the 
taking 
of 
foods 
containing tuberculosis germs. 
The relativ ely high incidence of 
deaths from tuberculosis among 
y oung infants has giv en rise to the 
idea that babies do not resist the 
disease as well as do older chil­ 
dren and grown-ups. 
It must be 
remembered, howev er, that the 
small infant in contact wuth an 
older person who has tuberculosis 
does not hav e the same opportu­ 
nity of ev ading repeated and large 
doses of liv ing germs coming into 
the body as does the older child 
or grown-up. 
• 
* 
♦ 
In determining w-hether or not 
the child has the di.sease, cer­ 
tain tests are now relied on by 
phy sicians. The phy sician will first 
want to know w^hether or not the 
child has been ex posed to tuber­ 
culosis, and he wdll want to ex am.- 
ine the parent.s or other persons 
who are in contact with the child, 
to determine whether or not any 
of them hav e an open case of this 
disease. 
The weight curv e is studied in 
order to determine whether or not 
there has been a steady , persistent 
gain in weight or a continuous loss 
of weight. 
Infants may continue 
to gain in weight during the early 
part of an infection with tubercu­ 
losis, but sooner or later loss of 
weight or a stationary weight be­ 
comes manifest. 
Equally important is a change 
in the general condition 
of the 
child, 
wuth 
the 
appearance 
of 
sy mptoms of irritability , fatigue, 
lack of appttite, fretfulness, and 
other manifestations that the child 
is not well. 
There may be some 
fev er, and fev er in a child should 
ahv ay s be regarded with suspicion. 
A phy sician of great ex perience 
can frequently determine merely 
from the appearance of the child 
that something definite is wrong. 
In the case of tuberculosis he is 
inclined to take into account the 
picture of a child with a rather 
lusterless ey e, pouting lips, a v ery 
dull skin and diT hair, and per­ 
haps an ex cess of hair on v arious 
portions of the body . 
Much more important, howev er, 
Is the use of the tuberculin test, 
which should be made in ev ery 
case where there is a suspicion of 


tuberculosis. 
The use of this test! 
wull show some definite response j 
within three to six w*eeks after a ; 
child has been infected with the j 
disease.

Misti puffs feeble v apors from its 
19 ,000-foot crest, but for the most 
part it has been quiescent 200 
y ears, perhaps ev en 300. 
Are­ 
quipa. howev er, is not trustful. 
It connects El Misti with a series 
of historic earthquakes, the last 
of which, in 18 68 . practically de­ 
stroy ed the city . 
At the same time Arequipa h 
inordinately proud of this giant 
peak, and of Chachani and Pichu- 
pichu, which also dot the horizon 
Arequipa is a beautiful city , the 
second city of i\nu, ly ing at the 
base of these mountains on a 
lofty plateau. 
It is a white city 
of Spanish colonial ty pe surround­ 
ed by orchards, iiclds, market 
gardens, and broad av enues of 
eucaly ptus trees.
